THE TURKS AND MONTENEGRINS. 

New York, June 26.—A correspondent: at 
Leara reports that Suleiman Pasha is retreating 
toward the Albanian frontier, having to fight at 
every step he takes. The Monteuegrius line 
the hills on bis flanks, and hover in the front 
and rear, firing perpetually, charging wherever 
opportunity offers, and availing themselves of 
every rock and accident of ground to impede his 
progress. They are ever onthe watch, and lose 
no chance of killing a Turk. The Turkish gar- 
rison of Spuz made an attempt to render 
Suleiman’s retreat somewhat easier by a sortie, 
but the effect was hardly perceptible. The 
Montenegrins are well supplied with mountaip- 
artillery, and are admirable marksmen, and 
their power of enduring fatigue is mar- 
velous. It is admitted that this march 
of. Suleiman Pasha is the most disastrous 
to the Turks of any event recorded in the his- 
tory of their wars with Montenegro. Nothing 
could save the Turks in Montenegro from ab- 
solute annihilation but their overwhelming 
superiority of numbers. They are three to one 
against the Montenegrins, but the latter are 
determined to fight to the last man rather than 
yield to the hatedyMoselmen. The latest news 
is that desperate fighting is at present proceed- 
ing on the right bank of the river. 

“THE SERVIAN ARMY. 

A special from Vienna says that no movement 
of the Servian army will fake place until the 
Russian passage of the Danube at all points is 
effected, as such will completely cover Servia 
from a Turkish counter attack. The prudence 
of the resolution to wait her opportunity is 
highly commendable. The. Servian army can 
assist in capturing Widdin ard in establishing 
co-operation between the Russian right and 
Montenegro.

RUSTCHOUK TO SHUML A. 
TUE CHIEF TURKISH TOWN ON THE DANUBE. 
from Our Own Corresponcent. 
Rosrent'xk, June 1.—When my last letter was 
written to you it seemed as though a week could 
scarcely elapse without the occurrence of thrilling 
events. From this standpoint it looked as if the 
Russians were quite ready to pounce down upon us 
and make the war a reality. Accordingly 1 have 
delayed writing from day to day, thinking to have 
deeds rather than wof@g to record; but the long- 
looked-for attack seems as distant as ever, and 
your correspondent, like the field-pieces that I saw 
the other day ina mil Danubian battery, is de- 
ginning to grow rusty with ingction. My impa- 
tience, it need not be remarked, is not shared by 
the Turks around men who are quite capable of en- 
during the labor of idleness for an unlimited length 
of time. In fact, the talent of the Turk for doing 
nothing is quite as brilliant as his equally 
wide reputation for reticence, and as I stroll 
occasionally about the officers’ favorite resorts and 
see them calmly smoking their chibouks and sip- 
ping their mastic I am filled with a sort of admira- 
tion of their superb le¥iness. Ihave on various 
occasions taken pains to suggest, as well as my 
limited knowledge of the language would allow, 
the probability that my warmly-cherished friend. 
the aga, might shortly become an unpleasant 
corpse, to which the reply has always been. In- 
shallah!’ or ‘‘Inshallah, pek ecy,'’—**‘ Please 
God! all right.“ Such is the result of fatalism, 
and in time of warthe fatalistic doctrine may 
not be eo bad after all, as it certainly relieves the 
mind of fears and trepidations to which the Chris- 

tian soldier is more or less exposed. 

THE CAFE ECHREF PASHA, 

in the shades cf the Sary Bair, and renamed recently 
in honor of the commandant of,tnis fortress, is one 
of the few pleasant places of resort left in Rust- 
chuk, which previous to the war was the most 
modernized of all the Turkish towns. The reason 
for ites precocious civitization was to be found in 
t fact that it was a railway terminus, and 
t gh it filtered about all of the foreign travel to 
Constantinople from Central Europe. Like the 
Rhenish towns after the influx of American tour- 
ists, Rustchuk began to put on small airs and to 


| boast of khan which could put as high a price on | 


the railway station. 


execrable accommodations as the most notorious 
hotels of Cologne. But to-day how are all its 
splendore faded! The Hotel Bellevue, an atrocious 
brick and cement pile, kept by a thievish Austrian 
Jew, whose propensity to abstract tooth-brashes 
and shaving-cups' was too sadly known by 
Oriental tourists, is now no more, A 
chance shot from the batteries of 
Giurgevo having completed its demnition ruin. 
So, too, have disappeared the other quondam 
glories of Rustchuk, piaces of amusement having 
closed up, owing to the graduai departure of the 
better class of inhabitants. 
Hoy TREY “MOVE”’ IN RUSTCHUE. 

I witneseed the setting-out of one of these fami- 
lies yesterday, and it wag a sight at once novel and 
interesting. In the first place, the numerons fe- 
males, and children, and attendants had to be 
transported from the mansion—a rambling, dilapi- 
dated hovel on a narrow and filthyeide street—to 
The master of the house, oc- 
cupying a dignified chair on the balcony, calmly 


/ Smoked his long pipe and superintended the ar- 


rangements. Two carts were pulled up to the 
door by half a dozen Arabs amid a tumult of cries 
and excited commands from the leader. Cushions 
were brought from the interior and disposed about 
the sides of the conveyances. Then appeared 
numerous parcels carefully folded up in pieces of 
carpeting of bright colors and several clumey 
baskets supposed to contain liquid and solid 
refreshment. These were followed by five ladies, 
clesély veiled, who by means of ladders deftly ac- 
complished the ascent into the rear cart and scated 
th@mselves, with many a smothered giggle, on the 
var us cushions. I supposed this would complete 
the caravan, but I was mistaken, for immediately 
there came out of the doorway about a dozen chil- 
dren of different ages, who, preceded and followed 
by a black attendant, marched gravely to the other 
wagon, into which they were hoisted with many a 
parental instruction from the lord of the establish - 
ment. The little things were dressed in long, 
many-hned robes, reaching to their feet, render- 
ing rapid locomotion adiflicult task, but their faces 
were as natural and pretty as those of 
any American children, although tawny. The 
eqnuipage having been thus formed, the carts 
started off amid a chorus of yells from 
the Arabs, and rattled down the pavement at 
a lively rate. As for the head of the family, he 
gradually descended from his throne, and followed 
soon afterwards in a donkey-coach. I did not go 
to the station to see them off, but I tan fancy how 


the procession halted, and how the women and 


children were packed in a third-class compart- 
ment, while his lordship took a first-class seat for 
himself. Thatisthe usual way of traveling in 
Turkey. 
RUSTCHUK, 

as I have said, was a comparatively modern town 
at the outbreak of the war, yet how forlorn and 
how disagrecable it was to people accustomed to 
the luxuries of ordinary European travel can with 
dificu.ty be described. The aspect of the place 
is little changed to-day, excepting thatthere are more 
Bashi-Bazouks on the streets and fewer respectable 
Turks. What might be considered the business 
quarter consiste of rows of irregularly- built wooden 
shops on wide and long thoroughfares, whose pave- 
ment is about as smooth as a corduroy road, and 
where the road is not excessively dusty it contains 
deep holes full of stagnant, slime-covered water, 
emitting noxious exha.ations. The smells arising 
from these quagmires and from the filthy cheese- 
shops is enough te cause revolt in any weli-ordered 
stomach. The Mohammedan cemetery is in the 
town, adding to the unhealthineds of the atmos- 
phere. The only scavengers are the dogs, who, as 
in other large Mohammedan towüs, roam about 
unowned and _ unrestricted—fierce and ugly- 
looking curs with the glare of perpetual 
hunger in their eyes. There are a 
few public equeres, uncultivated, and over- 
grown with weeds. Outside the centre of the 
town the scene is still more desolate. The streets 
are mere alleys, abounding in filth, which often 
oozes down the middle of the way in a hideous 
rivulet. At night the streets are veiled in dark- 
ness, and only a courageous wayfarer would ven- 
ture out of doors. Such is Rustchuk, a town of 
30, 000 souls in ordinary times. 


THE FORTIFICATIONS 

are regarded by the Turks as the strongest of their 

Annes, bat toa military and uaprejudiced 
eye they appear far from trmpreenadie. A rampart 
and moat of primitive construction surround the 
city on the land side. The former stands only 
twenty-five feet in he'ght, while the moat 
has a dry bed about thirty feet in width. 
Of course, in the modern system of warfare, 
this wall and ditch are of triflingavail. Along the 
river front the aspect is more formidable, as there 
are continuous series of batteries placed iu com- 
manding positions, the bank here being high above 
the food. Inthis respect Nature has done more 
for the Turks than they have done for themselves. 
All along the warfrontier the Roumanian bank is 
flat and marshy everywhere, while the south shore 
rises abruptly, forming natural conveniences for 
placing batteries. Butthe fault of the Turks is 
their overconfidence intheir position. Théy have 
scarcely taken pains to strengthen the face of the 
redoubts, which consist now of clay soil sloping 
ateeply to the water's edge. The mainstay of the 
fortress ia the intrenchment on the Sary- 
Bair, the highest point of the pla- 
teau. This comprises two redoubts, 
pentagonally-shaped, and containing extensive 
barracks. A dozen or more other redoubts are 
scattered at salient points on the Tom River and on 
the adjacent ridges, none of them possessing great 
etrength, and itis evident to me that a vigorous 
bombardment of Rustchuk from the opposite side 
of the river would in a short period reduce this 
boasted fortress to ruins. 

A TRIP TO THE FORTRESS OF SHUMLA. 

Newe from Shumla, the headquarters of Serder 
Ekrem Abdul Kerim, reaches us infrequently, al- 
though there is direct connection with that place by 
rail from Rustchuk. Thinking that a personal in- 
spection of the camp and fortifications of the ¢ita- 
del of the Balkans would be instructive, I set out 
on Thursday of last week, leaving a pleasant compa- 
ny of fellow-corresponaents at the Isiah 
Khan. The passenger-cars on the Rustchuk 
& Varna Road were constructed in England, and 
contain the usual printed directions to be found in 
English carriages, which to a Turk mast be highly 
edifyink. Such, for instance: This compart- 
ment is intended for eight persons only. 

The route fer some miles follows the bank of the 
Danube, and from the windows of the car I could 


gee the sentries pacing the opposite bank, and oc- 


casionally a cloud of dust would convey the 


knowledge that a body of Cossack cavalry was 


dashing to or from the Giurgevo camp. Evi- 

dences of war were everywhere; now we rattled 
pust a company of Turkish irregulars in their rag- 

ged uniform:; nowasolemn guard flitted past, 

ceremoniously presenting arms; and again long 
trains of ammunition wagons would be seen trail- 

ing wearily along some country road. We had al- 

ready left the Danube and were whirling over a 

wide and dreary plain, when we passed, 

SEVERAL VILLAGES, 

some of them of considerable military importance 
just now, especially Tshernavoda and Rasgrad. 
‘The former must not be confounded with the town 
of similar name which is the terminus of the Kus- 
tendjie Railroad. It is selected as the headquar- 
ters of the force already detailed to defend the 
road against the Rassians. 
English, *‘ Devil's Hole, is a station situated at 
the base of the Balkans in the midet of grand and 
picturesque scenery, deserving of a better appella- 
tion. At Shumila Rood, distant twelve miles from 
the fortress of Shumla, the passenger for the lat- 
ter place is disembarked, as the railway is prevent- 


ed from a closer approach by the abruptness and 


ruggedness of the mountains. An oraba, or car- 
riage, was in waiting at the station, and soon I was 
being jolted at an wncomfortable rate of speed over 
the rough mountain road. 
THE TOWN OF SIIUMLA 
lies in an amphitheatre of hills, or rather peaks, 
since it is in the heart of the Balkans, and elevated 
2,000 feet above the sea. The fortifications, such 
as they are, consist of mere earthworks command- 
ing the two approaches. Yet the natural position 
of the town rendera it the strongest post that I 
have yet seen. Add to this that here are collected 
reserve forces to the number of 50,000 men, ready 
to defend the mountains or to hurl themselves 
upon tne plain, and one can eee the immense ad- 
vantage enjoyed by Shula. The army gathered

BURGLARIES. 


The Kesidence of Ald. Kerber Is Visited— 
An Unusual Showing in the House-Break- 
er's Art. 

Shortly after 3 o'clock yesterday morning Ald.

ternoon. During this time the females of the 
family were engaved in squealing at the top 
ef their voices, which brought speedily to the 
scene Officers Carey and Otto, who ran at once to 
the upper story, whence proceeded the cries for 
help; and right here is where an unavoidable mis- 
take was made, as the burglars were at that time 
maxing their esespe from Mr. Kerber Officer

Trial of the Persons Accused of the 
Long-Point-Tank Assas- 
sination. 


The Slaughter ot the Poor Engi- 
neer Possibly to Be 


Avenged.

Other Criminal Matters Briefly Noticed by 
Telegraph. 


LONG POINT TANK. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Tridune. 

Greenup, III., Jone 26.—A jury to try the 
Long Point case was finally obtained to-day, and 
the trial proper began at 3 o'clock this afternoon. 
The Hon. 8. S. Whitehead made the opening state- 
meni on the part of the prosecution. He said that 
he would prove conclusively that small aud large 
armor was found at the Long Point tank; that 
there was a small and large track found where per- 
sons had jumped from the engine; that the cap 
found was worn by Canthorue, and was one 
that Hennesy gave to Shoemaker; that St. 
Clair is identifled by Mr. King, of 
the Indianapolis Foundry, as being the 
person who got the armor made, and that he bought 
a pistol, 44 in size, Smith & Wesson make, in 
Indianapolis, said pistol shooting a conical pro- 
jectile precisely the size of those that killed Milo 
Ames, and that Shoemaker and St. Clair were in 
indianapolis togethes but a short time before the 
crime was committ He will produce a letter 
from Aleck Cauthorne, written from Indianapolis 
to his parents in Lerre Haute, which implicates 
Shoemaker. 

Mr. Whitehead was followed by Judge Dieius. 
who made a brief and concise statement that he 
would be able to show the innocence of 
the accused. The first witness called was J. D. 
Fraley, the conductor of the train that was attack- 
ed. He told the circamstancés of the murder, with 
which the public is familiar. Ile went to the scene 
next day and saw the tracks small ones made by 
a light person and larger ones made by a man wear- 
inga No 8 or 9 boot. He aleo iou some Of the 
armor, A coffce-sack, and an old coat. 

The next witness was K. R. Bryant, an Adame 
fxpress agent. He also testified to finding tracks. 
There were $26, 000 in the express car. 

Jacob King,-one of the most important witness- 
es, was examined. He testified that, two years 
ago, he was employed in a foundry in Indianapolis, 
and a man came there and had steel plates riveted 
together into a complete shield forthe breast and 
face. He might possibly be mistaken, but to the 
best of his knowledge st. Clair was the man. 

The five accused persons, including Jennie Os- 
gold, the Indianapolis prostitute, are being tried 
together, and it is thonghi the trial will last all 
week. 

The testimony of this last witness created quite 
a sensation. In his manner he is cool and coliect- 
ed. He says that he has seen St. Clair several 
times, and, from his actions and appearance, is 
alinost positive that be is the man that ordered the 
armor.

ST. LOUIS. 

_8r. Louis, June 26.—The report of the County 
Grand Jury, which has been anxiously expected 
for several days past, was made to Judge Jones, of 
the Criminal Court, thisafternvon. It is very long 
and exhaustive, and snows that the Grand Jury 
have done an immense amount of labor and care- 
fully investigated the numerous subjects brought 
before them. After reporting the condition of 
various public institutions, whi is usual, 
the report calls the Court's attention to the matter 
of forfeited recognizances in the Criminal Court, 
Court of Criminal correction, and the Police 
court, and says that within six menths recogni- 
zances to the amount of $36,000 have been for- 
feited in the Criminal Court alone, and that judg- 
ments for $23, 000 have been had on a part of these 
forfeitures, and executions iseued, but not a dollar 
has been collected. A number of these executions 
are against lawyers in good standing, and the jury 
think they should be compelled to pay up or be 
discharged. The report further states that ander 
a system of bond. brokerage which prevails, and 
which ie reprehensible in the highest degree, 
names are taken daily in the courts mentioned as 
security on bonds which are not worth 
the paper they are written on. It aleo 
says that at this moment there are 
in the Police Court executions for over 389. 000 re- 
turned nulla bona, all of which are against one cit- 
inen, who is the owner of real estate assessed at 
over $27,000. Under our laws all fines, penalties, 
and forfeitures inure to the benefit of the public 
echools, and the jury say if the laws were preperly 
administered a sum could be realized sufficient to 
maintain two or three first-class schools. 

On the subject of lawyers’ fees, the report says 
the city has paid 8205. 000 to lawyers in its suit 
against the Gas company, —_— special atten- 
tion to the fact. It also say County of St. 
Leet trom March, 1771. wane, 1977, ped 
$53.000 for lawyers’ fees. It also charges 
Charles Green, County Assessor, with dieregarding 
the instructions of the Court of Appeals in asscas- 
ing banking capital in the city, whereby the city 
revenue was reduced $69, 000.

CONCERNING A DOG. 
Cincinnati Commercial. 

As we wandered west along Fourth street yes- 
terday, on our return from the dog show, we met 
an old friend in a blue uniform, who asked con- 
cerning.the prospective success of the exhibition, 
the character of the attendance, and the merits of 
the dogs. Conversation naturally turned upon 
dogs in general, and subsequently upon mastift 
dogs in particular. The Man in Blue listened in a 
kind of dreamy way to our criticisms, and anddenly 
commenced slowly and thoughtfully to narrate the 
following incident: 

‘*‘IT think u was in 50 or 51 when I was cross- 
ing the Plains to reach the Gold Fields. There 
were only three of us; and we were all the time on 
the lookout for Indiars. I believe the Mormons 
had only settled at Salt Lake about four years pre- 
vious; and to cross the Piains was in those days a 
risky undertaking. We rode all day and at night 
ane always stood guard. 

‘* There was an awful silence on those plains; 
and sometimes the silence weighed down upon us 
so strangely that we would ride on for hours with- 
out speaking; and you never heard even the bark- 
ing of a coyote. 

The air was rare and transparent, and the ex- 
2 about us level as a vast sea, with occasional 
vyillowy heaves which one could see ata distance of 
twenty wiles. It was nearly always the same; ex- 
cept where the buffalo-skulls were very thickly 
strewn, or where those queer Indien graves raised 
on poles stood out against the horizon, like odd 
black insects with very long legs. 

** So we came at last to the head of the Sweet- 
water—then nearly a thousand miles from any set- 
tlement; and the skulls lay very thick there,— 
thick as bowlders in a torrent-bed sometimes; and 
there were little mounds all over the plain; and 
those mounds were all graves. 

ach grave had a great buffalo or elk skull 
all white, and bleached, and ghastly-looking— at 
one end of it. I remember some of the elk-skulls 
must have measured five feet between the tips of 
the horns; and the bone was white and dry as salt. 
And on every skull that was placed ona mound 
there had been written in pencil or scratched in 
with a knife, the name of the dead man below, 
such as William Kawlins, died 8th May; 27 years; 
Pike County, Missouri.’ 

They were nearly all from Pike County. Mo.; 
and we cot tired of reading so many of them. 
There were other skulls lying along the road here 
and there with little sentences written on them in 
pencil, stating that So-and-So and So-and-So had 
passed by on such a day. We used to pick upa 
clean skall ourselves, once in awhile, and write 
—— — —— kind on it, so that we might 

eave a sort of clewas to what had be P 
if we should get killed. a a 

‘* Well, as we were stumbling over the 
and reading the inscriptions ou the skulls, I sud- 
denly saw a great dog rise from a mound at some 
distance, and slowly retreat to another mound still 
further off, where he turned and stared at us, He 
was one of those huge Enghsh mastiffs, and must 
have belonged to one of the dead men. You could 
see through him; no starving wolf could have been 
gaunter, and bis great protruding eyes had the 
wildest look you ever saw. He seemed to have 
lost his voice and his flesh together, and looked 
like the very phantom of a dog. Wecailed and 
whistied to him, but he never barked, only stared 
at us with the same wild look. Then we went to 
the grave he had been lying on, and it was name- 
lees, —there was no skull on it, nothing to mark it 
as a grave except the long coflin-shape of the 
mound. . 

‘* We tried for ever so long to coax the dog even 
to come and eat something; but he would not come 
near ns, and would run off ina weak, shy way if 
we tried to approach him. God knows how long he 
had been there! We remained a whole afternoon 
ust to dig a little hole for water for the dog; you 
could strike water there at four or five feet, richt 
among the graves. Then we left some crackers 
and dry tood for him, and rode away west.

In the case of Philip Scanlan et al. vs. Thomas 
Cobb, guardian, et al., recently decided by the Su- 
preme Court at Springfield, the Court discuss the 
question of the effect of the insanity of a granter 
in avoidingadeed.

In October, 1874, Mrs. Hendricks was ad- 
judged to be insane, and Thomas Cobb was ap- 
pointed her guardian, in St. Louis. He thereupon 
filed a bill Jo set aside this sale to Scanlan and for 


au account of the rents and profits, claiming that 


his ward was insane when she executed the deed. 
The Court below directed the sale to be set 
aside, and ordered Scanlan to pay over $784.17, 
that being the amount due after paying the incum- 
brances on the land. Scanlan then appealed. 

The Supreme Court decided that Scanlan had 
bought in good faith, with no knowledge 
that Mes. Uendricks wae claimed to be in- 
sane, and that he should de protect- 
ed. They discussed at great length the evi- 
dence on her insanity. and held that, as it was 
shown that she was addictea to opium-eating and 
drinking, her vagaries could be better explained 
on the hypothesis that she was under the influence 
of liquor than on the supposition that she was in- 
sane. Courte of equity would interfere to set 
aside conveyances made by insane per- 
sons on the ground of fraud, it be- 
ing presumed that the lanatic by rea- 
son of his or her condition had deen 
overreached, and it could not be tolerated that, 
while protecting the lunatic against fraud, they 
should aid him or her in committing frauds on 
others. There was no reason in good morals why 
a lunatic should not pay his or her debts lawfully 
contracted, or those which were clearly and un- 
questionably contracted for the benefit of the 
lunatic, and any person paying such debts for the 
lunatic, under the honest belief that he was legal- 
ly obligated sotodo, although mistaken, should 
be reimbursed. Scanlan, therefore, was entitled to 
be reimbursed for ail payments he might have 
made on Mrs. Hendricks account. When a par- 
chase from an insane person was made and a con- 
veyunce obtained in good faith for a sufficient 
consideration and without knowledge of the 
insanity, the consideration must be returned 
before the conveyance could be avoided. And 
when persons apparently of sound mind and not 
known by the adverse party to be otherwise, en- 
tered into a contract which was fair and bona -fide, 
and which was executed and completed, and the 
property which was the subjeet of the contract 
could not be restored. so as to put the parties in 
statu quo, such contract could not be set aside 
either by the alleged lunatic or those who repre- 
sented him. The decree in the present case would 
therefore be reversed and the cause remanded. 
— Lyman and Jackson appeared for appel- 
ants. 

SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 

In the case of Benjamin Ricketts et al. va. The 
Village of Hyde Park, the Supreme Court, in their 
opinion filed last 3 disposed of a number of 
technical objections. he case was a proceed!

that the assessment was void, being for two sepa- 


rate improvements in laying pipe on both Forty- 
fifih street and L&ngiey avenue. The Court over- 
rnied the objection on the ground that both pipes 
connected with other pipes on Forty-third street 
ana Cottage Grove avenue in forming a circuit 
which was necessary to keep the water pure, and 
the whole, therefore, formed only one improvement. 
The objection to the ordinance providing that the 
improvement shoaid be wholly by special asseas- 
ment wasrepnenant to Sec. 24, Art. 9. Chap. 24, of 
the Revised Siatutes of 1874, was overruied, the 
Court bolding that that section only applied to 
Commissioners appointed under Sec. 23. It was 
further held that the objection that the assessment 
was bad because it was for work already done was 
not tenabie, inasmuch as it was proper to make an 
assessment for work already) done in good 
faith by the corporate authority, or 
und its direction, in antici 
the special asseesment, and such contingency was 
actually contemplated by the statute. Finally the 
additional objection that the ordinance required 
Holly hydrants, whereas Cregier hydrants had been 
used, could only be urged bv a ill to prevent 
using Cre ier hydranta, and wae not available 
against the assessmeut. All the ether objections 
were overruled in a lump and the judgment 
affirmed. Mr. C. H. Willett appeared for the 
village.

SILVER AND GOLD AS MONEY. 
When the issue of legal-tender paper money 
meet the wants of the coun- 
try. and redeemable only in bonds, them- 
selves payable in the paper money, Was 
vehemently advocated, there was a strange 
and incomprehensible dullness which did not 
permit these men seeing that the greater the 
issue of an irredeemable paper money the 
greater the depreciation in the value of the 
whole amount. The discussions of this sub; 
ject during the last four years have resulted 
in making that fact known to even the most 
reckless Greenbackers. 

The country just now is witnessing an 
equal exhibition of either dullness or falsity 
upon the subject of silver; the advocates of 
an exclusive gold currency are obstinately 
insisting that the more silver currency that 


must take place, and hence to issue the 
silver dollar and make it a Jegal-tender is 
to take the risk of running silver dollars to a 
lower value than ever was reached by green- 
backs. Could there be greater ignorance or 
greater misrepresentation? There is a wide 
difference between an irredeemable paper 
money and money made of silver. The pa- 
per in the paper dollar has no intrinsic 
value; the value of the paper dollar depends 
upon the probabilities of its redemption and 
the amount of coin that can be obtained 
for it from speculators. The silver 
dollar has, on the contrary, an intrin- 
sic value. For several hundred years 
the relative value of silver and gold has 
fluctuated between 154 to 16 parts of silver 
to 1 part of gold. Until within less than 
two years the value of silver has ruled at 15} 
parts to 1 part of gold. The American 
dollar weighed 412 grains, nine-tenths of 
which was pure silver, which weight for 
half a century was in proportion of 16 paris 
to 1 part of gold, making the silver dollar of 
greater value than the gold dollar. One of 
the uses of silver is for coinage in money. 
The general discontinuance of silver as 
money would, by abolishing its greatest use, 
reduce the demand for the metal, and there- 
by reduce the value of the metal. If the 
use of gold for coinage was universally dis- 
continued, the like abolition of its use and 
reduced demand for it would in like manner 
cause a fall in its value. The two metals 
having in all ages furnished the world with 
material for its money, they have maintained 
substantially an unshaken relative or pro- 
portionate value. 

The abolition of the silver dollar, and the 
adoption of an exclusive gold currency by 
the United States in 1873, and the adoption 
of a measure for the demonetization of sil- 
ver and the adoption of gold by Germany, 
forced the Latin nations to limit, temporari- 
ly, their silver coinage ; and all these circum- 
stances threatened a large discontinuance of 
silver as money. The scheme of Germany 
was to withdraw $300,000,000 of silver and 
substitute an equal sum of gold, and these 


tional markets for gold created, there fol- 
lowed a decline in silver and an advance in 
gold. If it were true that the increase in 


silver coinage would cheapes the salud uf 
silver, then silver coin should have advanced 


instead of fallen in value by its partial dis- 
use; so, in like manner, according to this 
theory, the increase of 400,000,000 of 
gold dollars should have cheapened gold in- 
stead of increasing the value of the metal. 
The rule, therefore, with regard to the issue 
of silver or gold coin is the reverse of that 
relating to paper money. The greater the 
demand for silver or coin, the greater the 
value of the metal; the less silver 
that is used for coin, the cheaper 
will be the metal. The demand by Ger- 
many for 8300, 000, 000 of gold to take the 
place of silver increased the proportionate 
value of gold and lessened that of silver. 


demand for silver by restoring the silver dol- 
lar, and permitting its free coinage, there will 
be a new market for,the use of $40,000,000 
of silver annually, equal to the annual prod- 
uct of the American mines, which sum is 
now excluded by our law. Once admit silver 
to its free use as coin, and its value will rise 
to the demand. 

Another favorite term used by these gold 
people is that silver is debased. Silver is 
not debased, nor is it proposed to issue de- 
based coins. ‘The silver dollar, before it was 
demonetized, was worth 103 cents in gold. 
Those who ask for the recoinage of that dol- 
lar expect; and their expectation is confirm- 
ed by several hundred years’ experience, 
that the restoration of the uses of silver will 
restore it to its relative value with gold, 
and that the silver dollar will again be the 
equivalent ir value of the gold dollar. 

It is asserted also that if the silver dollar 
be recoined, then all the gold in the country 
will take its depariure. Supposing this to 
be true, we fail to discover the great calamity 
that would result. If the nations 
of the earth shall be attracted, as Secre- 
tary SHERMAN assumds they will be, 
by the opportunity to send all their 
Silver coins and their teapots and spoons 
to the: United States, to be converted into 
dollgxs,-where will be the calamity? If they 
sell their silver to us at the price per ounce 
which silver demands in London, and we pay 
for it in gold, wherein are we any the worte 
off by the operation ? We have $150.000,000 
of gold in this country, useless, idle, aud 
unprofitable. It is no more in general 
circulation than if it were still in the minds 
or in Europe. What are these people of all the 
world to do with the dollars which they will 
have made out of their silver coins and 
teapots? They canhot take them away, be- 
cause outside of the United States they will 
only be worth their value as metal. What 
can they do with the dollars after they get 
them? ‘The money must remain here, and, 
as it cannot be eaten or worn, it must be 
utilized by the purchase of American prod- 
ucts, agricultural, manufacturing, and 
mineral. The money must be er- 
pended here; it must be invested in 
land, in buildings, in machinery, in 
farm productions, in opening and operating 
mines. It must be used in some form 80 as 
to be productive, and we fail to discover 
wherein the nation or the people can suffer 
disaster or calamity by the transfer to this 
country of $300,000,000 of coin to be in- 
vested here in every form of productive in- 
dustry. If such be a calamity, then let the 
calamity come without delay. 

But no such good fortune is probable. 
The natural laws regulating trade prohibit 
such a result. The transfer of $150,000,000 
of gold from the United States to Europe

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would promptly cheapen gold there; the | 


transfer of $250,000,000 of silver to the | 
United States would produce a searcity and 
increase the price of silver all over the world. 
The demand for gold outside of this country 


declining, the flow of silver to this country 


would not be in operation six months before 
the demand for that metal abroad would be 
renewell> and, in a very brief period, silver 
would have as great a value as money in all 
the rest.of the world as here, and gold would 
have no greater. The values of the two 
metals would assume their relative propor- 
tions, and the silver panic produced by the 
attempt at demonetization would be at an 
end. 

Let those organs like the Nation, which in- 
sist that only papers like themselves are com 
peteut to speak on money and its purposes, 
utter no more nonsense about depreciating 
the value of silver coin by increasing its coin- 
age; let them uo longer suppress the fact 
that all that is needed to restore silver to its 
relative value with gold is to permit the un- 
limited coinage of silver dollars of the old 
weight; and let them give up the childish 
attempt to scare the country by predictions 
that if silver dollars be restored to coinage, 
there will be such a deluge of silver dollars 
covering the whole country that it will be 
invested by hundreds of millions in every 
possible form of productive industry. 


ST. JOHN REDIVIVUS. 

The experiences of Chicago are being con- 
tinually repeated at St. John. There was a 
striking similarity in the origin, progress, 
and results of the fire, and in the incidents 
of the day or two succeeding, and now that 
remarkable spirit of enterprise and deter- 
mination which commenced the work of 
restoration almost before the ashes of Chi- 
cago were cool manifests itself in this little 
provincial British town. A reaction has set 
in. The first shock of the stunning blow is 
over, and the people are on their feet again, 
looking about them to see how best they may 
recover from their loss and restore their 
waste places. Preparations have already 
commenced for rebuilding, sites are being 
secured, builders are flying about, advertise- 
ments appear for laborers, which are an- 
swered by. crowds pouring into St. John 
looking for work. Large orders have been 
sent out for lumber and bricks, and the 
merchants are ordering new stocks of goods. 
Meanwhile the homeless have been comfort- 
ably provided for, the hungry have been 
fed, and the merchants and shopkeepers are 
commencing to receive their insurance money. 
As in Chicago, so in St. John, the whole peo- 
ple are up and doing, and the place is a great 
hive of industry. 3 

The outlook for the restoration of the city 
is a very cheering one. The total loss was 
estimated at $14,000,000, but, as well known 
in this city, losses under such circumstances 
are always exaggerated, and there must have 
beenin St. John, as in every other city, 
numerous old and dilapidated buildings, many 
unsalable stocks of goods, and more or less of 
second-hand material, which will reduce the 
estimate so that the real loss will not much 
exceed $10,000,000. Against this loss there 
is an offset of 27,000,000 insurance, some of 
which has already been paid, and all of which 
will be forthcoming. With the assistance 
rendered to the poor from outside sources, 
which is of course no tax upon the people of 
St. John, these seven millions of insurance 
will rapidly help to rehouse the homeless, re- 
stock the stores, and rebuild the town. There 
has been received already $200,000 in cash 
contributions, a sum which, at this season of 
the year, will go as far as two millions 
did in the inclement winter season that fol- 
lowed the Chicago fire. It.is a compensation 
of the utmost consequence to the people of 


St. John that the fire happened at a time 


which leaves them five months of comforta- 
ble weather in which to repair their losses 
and protect themsclves against the rigors of 
the cold season, instead of finding themselves 
homeless with a long, tedious winter staring 
them in the face. The greatest compensa- 
tion of ail will be that the people will get a 
better city than before. They will have 
larger, better, and stronger houses and busi- 
ness blocks, a handsomer and cleaner city, 
and in all respects a safer one. ‘They will 
learn the. lessons of their fire, as we learned 
ours, and in replacing their city more secure- 
ly will also reorganize their fire department, 
and take every other precaution to secure 
themselves against danger from fire in the 
future. From present appearances, St. John 
is about to enter upon a period of renewed 
activity and industry with such practical re- 
suits that, before another summer comes 


round, they will have recovered so far that 


their fire will remain only as a convenient 
era from which to date events in the progress 
of the city. 


THE &T. LOUIS BANK FAILURE. 

The latest statements that have emanated 
from the Comptroller's examination of the 
National Bank of the State of Missouri would 
indicate that the present Administration may 
find another opportunity for reform in the 
flagrant violations of the National Bank act. 
The national law is as thorough and com- 
prehensive as any law that could well be de- 
vised which depends upon the honesty of hu- 
man kind, and from present indications 
every important prohibition of the law for 
the protection of depositors seems to have 
been violated in the case of this as of many 
other bank failures. There is a provision 
that the total liabilities of any person, firm, 
or corporation (including the liabilities of all 
individual members of such firm or 
corporation) for money borrowed of the 
bank shail not exceed 10 per cent of 
the capital of the, bank; yet it ap- 
pears that five of the Bank Directors 
had borrowed over $1,000,000 of the bank 
funds, and each one is indebted to the bank 
from twice to five times as much as the law- 
ful liability fixed by the law. The law re- 
quires that all debts on which interest is past 
due and unpaid for a period of six months 
shall be considered bad debts and deducted 
from the assets; and yet the bank was car- 
rying an individual indebtedness to it of over 
$215,000 (four or five times as much as could 
lawfully be loaned te any one person) since 
1869, on which interest was not paid, but 
the debt and interest tickets carried as cash 
assets. The law forbids that the stock of 
the bank shall be accepted as collateral se- 
curity for loans, yet such stock seems 
to have been carried as collaterul long 
after it bad become worthless, and in 
one case a debt of $112,000 has been carried 
for ten years (the maker of the note being 
deceased) with 1,000 of these bank shares as 
collateral. The law requires true statements, 
provides remedy for impairment of capital, 
and imposes an oath upon every Director that 
he will not knowingly violate or willfully 
permit to be violated any provisions 


of the law. It hardly requires to be stated 
that many provisions of the law have been | 
knowingly violated and willfully permitted 
to be violated in the case of the National 
Bank of Missouri. 

But the law goes further still, and not 


merely exacts certain things and prohibits | 


~ 
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others, but provides a severe penalty kor its 
violation. Under Sec. 5,209, Revised 
Statutes, every President and Director of a 
National Bank who any false entry in 
a report or statement, or officially sanctions 
it, or who ‘ willfully misapplies any of the 
moneys, funds, or credits of the associa- 
tion,“ shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 


meanor, and shall be imprisoned not less 


than five years nor more than ten. Now it 
is time for some convictions under this law 
as a warning to the Directors and officers of 
National Banks throughout the country, and 
as a protection to which the stockholders 
and depositors throughout the country are 
entitled. One or twosuch convictions would 
insure a stricter observance of the terms of 
the law and greater respect forthe rights of 
those whom it is intended to protect. The 
management of this bank has been an out- 
rage upon the stockholders as well as the de- 
positors. It is probable that the cash assets 
will not pay more than 10 per cent of the 
liabilities, and that all the assets, 
when finally converted, will not pay 
more than 50 per cent; but the 
stockholders are liable to an amount 
double that of the par value of the stock 
they hold, and we have no doubt there are 
innocent stockholders throughout the State 
(the institution being originally the State 
bank) who will eventually not merely lose 
their stock, but be sued for as much more to 
meet the unliquidated liabilities to depos- 
itors. That this state of things has come about 
through flagrant violations of the National 


Bank law is not to be doubted, though we 


do not know who the guilty persons are. We 
believe it to be the duty of the Government to 
ascertain what persons have violated the law 
and prosecute them with energy. If this 
course be not adopted, the public will lose 
all confidence in the National Banking law 
so far as its affording any protection for 
stockholders or depositors is concerned ; and 
it will be better to repeal those prohibitory 
and restraining provisions of the law alto- 
gether than to let them stand unenforced.

A careful and painstaking answer to all these 
questions would not change thg opinion of one 
professional 3.65 - per- cent - iter -tonvertible 
Greenljacker in the United States. It would be 
merelyſa waste of space and labor to fill our 
columns with the information sought, as nearly 
all of it has been printed many times. For in- 
stance,, THE Trisungz and other papers have 
oiten published and quoted the laws of 1862-63 
creating the greenbacks, which limits the maxi- 
mum issue thereof to $400,000,000. When there 
never Was outstanding more than $400,00u,000, 
what is the use of spending words refuting the 
knave or idiot who asserts that the currency has 
been contracted 581,500, 000, 000 From 1866 to 
1873 the greenback issue stood at $356,000,000. 
There is outstanding now 8360, 000, 000 of 
greenbacks. The amount of bank-notes are 
less by $32,009,000 at present than they 
were at the time of the panic; thé banks with- 
drew them because they could not find profit- 
able use for their notes. The highest volume of 
currency ever outstanding since 1860 was in 
1873,—the year of the panic. The bank circu- 
lation Was then at its largest, and, after the 
panic set in, the Secretary of the Treasury re- 
issued something like $28,000,000 of greenbacks, 
hoping | thereby to arrest the smash, but the 
effort was futile; the inflation did no pertepti- 
ble good. At this time there is more unused, 
idle money in the banks of all kinds than was 
ever before known in this country. The reason 
is that business is stagnant, and the borrowing 
demand for money is much less than the sup- 
ply. Some of the banks are winding up, a 
number are reducing their capital, and others 
are withdrawing a part of their circulating 
notes,—all because they do not find profitable 
use for all of their ioanable capital. 


Relics of the war periods cighteen centuries 
ago begin to figure in the operations of the 
present war. The Turks, who were forced south 
from the northern extremity of the Dobrudscha 
by the Russians, who crossed on Friday at 
Galatz aud Ibrail, have made their stand along 
the line of TRaJan’s wall, which crosses the 
Dobrudscha just south of the railroad from 
Tebernavoda to Kostenje. The old wall was 
built by TRaJAN during his numerous wars that 
led to the final subjugation of the warlike Da- 
cians and Scythians. The great Roman Emper; 
or fought all over the Wallachian and Molda+ 
vian tertitory, spanned the Danube with a colos- 
sal bridge, besides capturing the very territory 
in Asia Minor for wnich the Russians and Turks 
are now contending. TRasan built three 
walls, —Dne in Spain, one intended td 
run from the Rhine to the Dan- 
ube, and the third across the Dobrud- 
scha, between the points we have indicated, td 
prevent the incursions of the Scythians across 
the Danube down into the rich country of the 
present Roumelia. At present, the wall con- 
sists of a double, and sometimes triple, line of 
earth ramparts, from 10 to 19 feet in height, 
bounded on the north side by a marshy valley 
which answers the purpose of a fosse. This 
same wall was the Turkish line of defense 
against the Russian invaders in 1834, and the 
scene of two Russian defeats before they were 
able to cross it. The seat of war in Asia is not 


‘only memorable for TRAJAN’s victories, but also 


as the line of ZENOPHON’S famous retreat with 
his 10,000. After the victory of the Greeks at 
Cunaxa, near Bagdad, and their desertion by 
their allies, instead of retracing their 
steps by the route they had entcred Asia 
Minor, they marched along the Tigris to a point 
corresponding with the present own of Moush, 
in Armevia, northwest of Lake Van, made a 
circuitous route through Armenia until they 
were well up to the Caucasus, then retracing 
their steps passed down between Kars and Bay- 
azid, across the mountain passes where the 
Russians are now operating, until they reached 
Ezeroum. From this point a guide took them 
to a mountain from which the Euxine was visi- 
bie and the end of their wanderings was at Land. 
— — . 

A remarkable case of cold-blooded and pre 
meditated wife-murder is exciting the English 
public almost to a.point of lynching the perpe- 
trators.

From the time 
of the wedding her mother saw her but once be- 
fore her death. She was completely isolated 
from her family, who knew nothing of her until 
they heard of the birth and death of a child, | 


After death she was found to be terribly e 


had been slowly starved to death. Her hus- 
band, his brother, and a woman who had been 
living in the same house were promptly ar- 
rested, and during their preliminary examina- 
tion before the magistrates it was found neces- 
sary to guatd them carefully to protect them 
against the multitude, who boldly threaten- 
ed them with execution without any 
sanction of law. The magistrates found 
them guilty of the capital offense and 
bound them over for trial. There seems to be 
no doubt that Staunton deliberately married 
and murdered a harmless idiot, whose only 
fault was the possession of a little money, after 
which the brute lusted.

A proposition was made at the late West Point 
commencement that the study of Spanish should 
hereafter be dispensed with. Although the ar- 
guments in favor of dropping the language were 
well put, the decision was that it should be re- 
tained.

The olijgers of our army have no great 
use for Spantsi We have obtained from Spain 
all the territory we want; and if Cuba should 
ever be forced upon us, we would not allow 
Spaniards or Spanish to cut much of a figure on 
that island. The same is true of Mexico and 
Central America. The time at West Point for 
the study of languages is limited, and we should 
like to see the boys devoting all of it to the 
study of tongues belonging to first-class Pow- 
ers. French is the most necessary language, 
and next to that comes German; there might 
even be anincreased degree of attention to a 
language too oftefneglected among the officers, 
—we mean, of course, the English.

HARVARD-COLUMBIA., 
a ARRIVAL OF THE CREWS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., June 26.—Thé Columbia 
crew arrived at Springfield on the 20th, and the 
Harvard eight reached the city at 6 o'clock on the 
evening of the nextday. The Columbia crew was 
in excellent condition physically, having been sub- 
jected to careful training since their arrival upon 
the Connecticut, although previous to that time 
they had rowed but five times together in the shel). 
When they first began to pull together they were a 
trike weak upon the etarboard oars, having placed 
the new additions to the crew upon that side of the 
boat. But every day's practice lessened this de- 
fect, and upon the water the men present a most 
creditable appearance. Quite different is their as- 
pect. on shore, however. When moving about 
from place to place they impress the critica] ob- 
actver as being rather weak and nervous. Indeed, 
it has been said that Kelley, tae coach for the crew, 
predicted that they would lead for a mile, or pos- 
sibly a short distance farther, and then fall be- 
hind. Bat I have dou te that he ever uttered such 
an unwise speech, unlese it was for the purpose of 
intluencing the pools. 

COLUMBIA. 

Although lacking in weight, Columbia certainly 
has the advantage in age. In the crew are two 
men JG rears of age, one 3O veare old, one 22. one 
20, aud three who are 10 each. helley, the coach 
of the crew, is a prominent member of the New 
York Lowing Club, and has been an oareman for 
nearly teu years, whichisa long recog! for a col- 
leve cower. Properly, he ie nota college man. 
He graduated at Columblasome vears ago, and 
went to Cambridge, England, where he finished 
his scholastic education. and also studied carefally 
the famous Eneleh stroke. Subsequently he re- 
turned to New York and entered the Columbia Law 
School, from which be graduates this year, thus 
becoming eligible in a technical war for a seat in 
the University shell. Last yearhe coached Yale, 
and that college found him thoroughly efficient in 
al the work that fell to him. To him thay owed, 
na measare, their victory over Llarvard at Spring- 
ficid. This (son he pulls the bow oar. Some 
criiics kay that by rowing himself be loses many 
auvantages which he would have had by cvacaing 
the crew fromia separate sacll. Lui be seiected 
the bow seat, andtuose whe have heard him show- 
ering crt:

It was nearly dark when the Harvard crew ar- 
rived at tue Massaso.t from Cambridge. They pro- 
ceeded atcnceto the river, supporing tuat the 
passenger car containing their shells was to be sent 
directiy tothe wharf. But there was some hitch 
among the railroad people, and the car did not 
reach the waters edge until 8 o'clock. At that 
hour a cold, dismal rain had begun, and the crew 
coutemplated an unsatisfactory piece ef .work. 
Bot, nothing dauntéd, they put their eheils, from 
which the outriggers had been removed, into the 
water, andthen towed them behind a whitehall 
bouta mile up the river to their quarters in the 
house which Yale occupied last. vear. The three 
boats which they brourht with them are a cedar 
sheli built by Blakely, of Cambridge, a paper boat 
built by Waters, of Troy, snd a pair-oar cedar 
shell for the coach. 

After the arrival of Yale there was considerable 
turmoil for while. As usnal, Capt, Cook was the 
aggreseor. ‘The disturbance was caused by the fact 
that the Harvard rowers had been given the loca- 
tion for their quarters occupied by Lale last year, 
while the latter crew were placed lower down the 
river on the land of a mau whois a great admirer 
of the New Haven co.jegiates, The sites of the 
boat-houses were pointed out some weeks ago to 
the college committces, and the arrangements were 
declared to be patisfactury. But Mr. Cook said the 
bauk leading down to the water at the new point 
was too ateep, and that their shells would be 
strained in carrying them up and down. With 
considerable asperity cf manner he demanded 
that the Harvard crew should be ousted from their 
quarters, and that they should be given to Yale, 
because, he said, they were there last year, 
and so had a prior claim. Of course, Capt. Ban- 
croft, of Harvard, declined to consent to any such 
arrangement, and a compromise was finally effect- 
ed by the Committee of Arrangements, who se- 
cured Harrivan’s float for the use of Yale. It has 
been lénuthened so ae toadmit of &fowing away the 
SS8-feot shell, and Columbia’s new boat is also 
stored there. 

THE HARVARD CREW 

isthe heaviest erer sent by that college. The 
men are all thick-set, but the average of height is 
below the usual standard of oarsmen. The crew, 

taken as a whole, is one of the best that ever rep- 
resentedd Harvard. There are many reasons wax 
they should take to traiming easily, Only two of 
them have been in the habit of Smoking. and even 
those gave up the weed early in the year, before 
training was begun. Having no ba 
course the strain of suddenly. abandoning dissipa- 

tion was not felt. They are ail of|genial, phiez- 

matic temperaments, and have recrived the direc- 

tions of the coach with the best possible grace. 

The kindest feeling existe among them, 

and one of the most prominent aims of the Captain 

has been to keep constant harmony. The men are 

very modest. The college's bad defeat at the 

hands of Yaie last year tas had the effect of toning 

down the fecling of the men wonderfully. It is 

clear that this year they mean business.“ 

Heretofore they have been in the habit of referring 

to their victorious record with more or less pride, 

and bave thought chat. with little training, they 

could defeat any competitor. But this year they 

are More sensible. As one of them remarked in 

my heating the other day. A good record never 

won a Doat-race yet. They are a Gine-looking lot 

of fellows. Broad-shouldered, deep-chested, 

with sinews like corded knots of steel, they im- 

press one as having great endurance and strength. 

Their complexions are clear, their eyes bright, and 

their demeanor, though quieter than usual, shows 

determination to win if possible. It is evident 

that their trainer knows his business perfectly.

SELECTING TIE MEN , 
forthe crew. In the first place, Capt’ Bancroft re- 
jected many fine oarsmen because he did not be- 
lieve them strong enough to stand the trying or- 
deals of training. His theory is that it is far easier 
to make a good rower of a strong man than it is to 
make astrong man of a good rower who lacks 

»yhysical proportions. In making his selections he 
— chosen several who are country lads, brought 
up more or less in the open air, and tough, hardy. 
and lusty. 

The stroke employedby the crew thie year is 
thought to be a great improvement upon that used 
last season. The reach forward has been curtailed, 
and the whole stroke is considerably shorter than 
that used heretofore by oarsmen of thie College. 
Last summer's experience taught the men that the 
reach was so long as to exhaust the rowers rapidly, 
without giving the boat sufficient impetas to com- 
pensate forthe strain. The legs also do a gieater 

art of the work now than has been customary. 
The stroke is characterized by a slow recover of 
the body and a quick shooting out of the arms, 


the quick movement being given to the pull in 


place of the recover. The action is very much like 
that adopted by the English colleges, 
Capt. Bancreft is very much reapected by the 


‘crew, and he bas them in thorough command. He 


is absolute master of all their movements, and his 
discipline is strict and exacting, although enforced 
in a quiet way which gives no offense to those in 
his charge. The strongest puller in the boat is 
Swartz, while Smith, Jacobs, and Bancroft are the 
next strongest oarsmen. Le Meine, Legate, and 
Brigham are about even, rowing with a trifle less 
force than their predecessors. Crocker is the 
lightest man in the crew, but age is the best 
that could have been selected for the position of 
bow. Last week it was rumored that Crocker's

THE COURSE. 

The course begins some distance above the city, 
at à point well sheltered from cross winds, passes 
down by the city, and finishes at Long Meadow, 
below.

AN EASY VICTORY. 
HARVARD WINS BY A LARGE MAJORITY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., June 26.—The Harvards 
won the race to-day by a large majority, Every- 
body said they would beat Columbia, and every- 
body was right for once. There is much surprise 
and disappointment at the result of the race, for 
all, Harvard students ezcepted, thought the 
Gotham boys would at least make 
their oponents work hard for their victory. The 
result showed that the people had allowed their 
prejudice toget the better of their judgment. Be- 
fore the race the sentiment was very decidedly in 
favor of Columbia, although odds of $20 to $10 
were freely offered on Harvard, with occasional 
bets of £20 to $10. In converfation with people at 
diferent points it became evident that the magen- 
ta had achieved extreme unpoovularity, and secur- 
ed no little ampunt of beck-capping. Inquiry 
showed that the students who came down to see 
the race, as Mell as one or two of the crew, have 
acted in an excecdingly offensive way, showing a 
good deal of what is termed snobbisiness and oth- 
er elements unplea-ant to Springfield senses. 

THE CROWD 

to-day is not nearly what was expected, the lower- 
ing sky, no doubt. keeping many away who would 
otherwise have attended; but still the incoming 
trains were comfortably flied, and the cars running 
down tothe grand stand at Lonzmeadow were in 
some instances crowded. Much greater interest is 
felt in the race of Friday, Owing to the long-stand- 
ing rivalry between tue two colleges to contest at 
that time. 

As the afternoon wore or a stiff breeze sprang up, 
blowing diagonally across the river and roughening 
the water continuously over the whole course. At 
about 4:30 o'clock the boats fer the judges and tae 
members of the press left the foot of State street 
and steamed up the river pact the boai-hcouses of the 
diflereat crews. By a quarter afier 5 the Columbia, 
clau in drawers and striped blue and waite sairts 
to match, appeared. iu a moment they were in the 
shell and pulled out mio the stream with a quick, 
and what appeared to pe a rather uner- 
vous stroke, woicoh took only the sur- 
face water. Their motion was well fogetnec, 
and the New-\orkers elicited hearty pplause 
from those on Ooard the steamers. Soon after- 
waras the Harvard crew pulle down from their 
bout-house fur tue start. ‘they are a fine-looking 
but fellows, with Lroad backs, sunburned to a 
dee brown hue, dud they pulicd witn ease a 
long, sweeping etroke, which sent their sbeil 
through the Water like an arrow from the bow.

hould be at once taken up. Prof. Webster then 
drew from his pocket a most formidapie roll of 
manuscript, and proceeded: to define his position. 
He said that Prof. Blanchard sometimes allowed 
his relish for contention to overcome his love of 
truth. He had been charged with being 
an enemy of the President and 
the College, and with being mentally and 
morally incompetent for the tuition of the youth 
in the College. All these charges he denied with 
the greatest indignation. Going back to 1864, 
Prof. Webster demonstrated that the Principal had 
aiwaye expressed a very high opinion of him (Weo- 
ster) until 1570, when trouble arose. The speaker 
claimed that he was fully as much opposed to 
Masonry and secret societies generally as Prof. 
Blanchard cotid possibly be. By bis exertions 
over $10,000 bad been collected for the benefit of 
the College. and the whole attemptto get him to 
resign sprang from the personal dislike of the Pres- 
ident. 

After a solid hour devoted to laudation of his 
own competency as a teacher, and to the arraign- 
ment of the President for his alleged interference 
with the speaker, he was brought up short bya 
call to order, the hour for receiving the report of 
the Executive Committee having arrived. On mo- 
tion, an extension of time was granted, and Prof. 
Webster went ahead again. liaifan hour later, 
while quoung seme extremely vulgar remarks 
which he alleged Prof. Blanchard to have used/in 
the course of his morniag lectures, he was again 
stopped. A vote of the board was taken, and the 
Protess0R was instructed to confine himeel/ 
Lo the, defense of his own character, 
and to let that of Prof. Blanchard 
alone. Accordingly he omitted some thitty 
pages, and concluded a speech of an hour and 
three-quarters by stating that he left it to the 
board to decide whether the reasons offered for bis 
resignation were cogent ones. 

CAN'T BE TRANSFERRED. 

Mr. Pearce, from the Committee on the Petition.
